The Passing Show

Since typing vesterday’s comment about the poor sports~ 
manship displayed by Al Smith, “the happy warrior,” 
towards Franklin D. Roosevelt, the successful candidate for 
the Democratic nomination at Chicago, light on the devious 
ways of American politics has come What follows may 


explain the chagrin of “the happy warrior,”

Al Smith, after, his defeat for the Presidency in the last 
election had no hope of securing the nomination. Why then 


did he seek re-nomination? 

The wisehorés say that he entered the field to kill off 
Roosevelt and create a deadlock that was t6 be broken by 
rallying at the critical moment to the banner of Newton D, 
Baker. Baker, who had held office in Coolidge's cabinet, 
was being groomed as the dark horse, to fally the conven- 
tion to victory. 

The tactics are not unknown in Canadian politics. Now 
that the late Hon. John Oliver, premier of British Columbia, 
has gone to his rest, I am free to divulge the fact that his 
succession to the premiership after the death of Hon. H. C, 
Brewster, was the result of a deadlock in caucus between 
the rivgl claims of Hon. J. W. de B. Farris, KC, the 
Attorney-General, and Hon. J. H. King (now Senator King>, 
at that time Minister of Public Works in B. C. 

There was always rivalry between the coast cities and 
the mountain constituencies, which latter would join hands 
with the Vancouver Island seats against the lower main- 
land. After five ballots had demonstrated how firmly the 
rivals were deadlocked, the caucus compromised on Hon. 
John Oliver, who was not a seeker for the honor, though 
as events later proved, hé was probably the strongést man 
in the Cabinet 


t%& & & 


William Randolph Hearst, the publisher, enters into this 
play of rival forces at the Democratic convention. It is 
said that Al Smith oncé, when Governor of New York, was 
indiscreet enough to give Hearst a tongue-lashing, and to 
insist on his name being deleted from the Democratic ticket 
as candidate for Senator for New York. And William 
Randolph is not the sort of chap to forget a kick in the 
pants. In addition to the pérsonal element, Hearst is said 
to have disagreed with Baker's proposed policies. 

While the convention was in session, cheering and yel!- 
ing, listening to brass bands or staging fistfights on the 
floor, Hearst was at the end of a wire in California, keeping 
tab on things and making ready to pull the strings. They 
are courageous men who care to tackle wealthy and in- 
fluential newspaper publishers. 


@n three successive ballots, Smith, with 200 pledged 
supporters, held his own against Roosevelt. Baker had 


arrived in Chicago, and four or five Roosevelt states, in- 


cluding Mississippi, were getting ready to desert him for 


Baker. 

Garner, Speaker of the House, was a candidate for the 
présidential ndmination. Garner was under obligations to 
Hearst, who had brought him out for the presidency, and 
had got for him the support of California and Texas. Con- 
trolling Garner's votes, Hearst had no difficulty in making 
a deal with him to pull out of the presidential contest. “I 
won't take any chances on the nomination of Baker.” 
Hearst is said to have telephonéd to his aides in Chicago, 
Accordingly Garner was pulled out, and with McAdoo’s 
help the Garner votes were swung over to Roosevelt. There 
was a stampede to Roosevelt. when McAdoo made the 


announcement. Smith's and Baker's chances went into the 
discard. 

That is why the “happy warrior” is flow sulking in his

Though Al's attitude is bringing him much criticism, 
I'm not altogether sure he is wrong. There's a good deal 
of artificiality in the way public men usually fight, air- 
ing platitudes and striking poses for the public and secret- 
ly using the knife 

Even where chivalry is shown, it doesn’t always pay. 
Fighting like gentlemen is only possible where both sides 
are gentlemen.

Some of the causes of 
hose bleed are: catarrh, small clots in the mucous membranes of the 
ae *, enlarge dtonsils and adenoids, high blood pressure and anemia 
Nose bleeding also occurs from picking @t the nose or sneezing loose 
small nasal sores or ulcers, and from ascending high altitudes. Nose 
bleed, or epistaxis, may also occur in such diseases as typhoid fever, 
scurvy, and chronic nephritis. Those unfortunates called “bleeders,” 
who suffer from hemophilia, may bleed very readily from the nose 
and find it almost impossible to stop the bleeding 

The most common cause in childten is undoubtedly catarrh of the 
nose. When the child plays hard or srie@zés, some of the small capil- 
laries of the nose may break and a nose bleed fololws. Sometimes nose 
bleeding occurs during the sleep and the blood may be swallowed so 
that. if vomiting occurs, one may mistake the condition*for stomach ul- 
cers. Bleeding may also occur during the sleep and stain the pillow 
Those who have high blood pressure should not stop the nose bleed 
too quickly as the hemorrhaging from the nose in this condition may 
save the patient from a hemorrhage of the brain or a stroke of paralysis 
Usually such nose bleeds afford a large measure of relief to the pati- 
ent and no alarm need be felt if the flow continués for a few minutes 
With the proper diet treatment the blood pressure may be reduced, then q 
the nose bleeds will cease. 

How much bjood may be lost depends on several factors

For thosé who would like to know something to do, I would recom- 
mend applying cold clothés to the base of the nose and the back of 
the neck while the patient stands or sits upright. In severe bleeding it 
may be necessary to inject sterile cotton into the nostril, gently push- 
ing it into the nostril about one inch with a blunt instrument such as & 
pencil. The patiént should also throw the head back. These simple 
measures will generally*be sufficent to stop the nose bleed, after which 
a brief rest is advised to give the blood clot a chance to solidify 

If you are bothered with frequent nose bleeds, the bést plan is‘ to 
find out what is causing them, but remember that infrequent nose bleeds 
may not indicate any serious condition.
